Ark., of Hie House Ways and 
Means Committee, made the es- 
timate in an appearance Mon- 
day before the House Rules 
Committee. 
The 
committee 


cleared for House debate Thurs- 
day a bill including a 5 per cent 
increase in Social Security bene- 
fits—and also a hike in the tax 
base from $7,800 to $9,000. The 
base increase was attributed 
mainly to the rising cost of the 
Medicare program. 


Mills said tliat if health costs 


continue to rise successive in- 
creases in the tax base will be 
needed, up to perhaps $20,000 to 
$25,000 by the end of the cen- 
tury. 


'hie Ways and Means Com- 


mittee's report on (lie legisla- 
tion said that the committee, in 
a departure from previous prac- 
tice, is now assuming "the max- 
imum taxable earnings base . . 
will be kept up to date, by peri- 
odic legislative revisions." On 
tliis basis, it expressed confi- 
dence dial the Social Security 
funds will remain acluariully 
sound. 


The committee held out some 


hope, however, that the sharp 
rise in hospital costs, wldch it 
estimated at 15 per cent in 1909 
and 14 per cent this year, will 
slow down in coming years, so 
that the annual increase by 1978 
would not be more than 4 per 
cent.

arated. 


Question; My two children and 


I have been receiving social secu- 
rity payments since my hus* 
band's death years ago, Will our 
payments stop if I remarry? 


Answer: Your own social secu- 


rity payments will stop if you 
remarry, but the children will 
continue to receive their bene- 
fits. 


Question: I am receiving so- 


cial security payments for my 
son. My present husband plans 
to adopt him. Will his social 
security 
payments stop when 


. he is adopted? 


Answer: No, a child may con- 


tinue to receive social security 
payments after he is adopted, 
if the adoption is by the child's 
stepparent, grandparent, aunt, 
uncle, brother, or sister. Adop- 
tion by someone else would stop 
the child's payments. 


Question: I just moved recently 


and changed my address with the 
Post Office. Will they send my 
social security check on to me? 


Answer: They will forward it 


to you for a while, but you should 
advise your social security office 
of the change so the checks can 
be sent to your correct address.

Dilemma for 
Youth on 
Pro Circuit

ATLANTA (AP)-*Bob Metine 


WHS sitting at the Scoreboard at 
Houston after (he second round 
of the Champions International 
Tournament trying to decide 
what to do. 


"I can't afrord to go home 


and 1 can't afford to stay out 
here for a week doing nothing," 
said the young pro from Ando* 
ver, Mass. 


He'd just missed the cut for 


the final two rounds at Houston, 
wasn't eligible for the Invita- 
tional tournament the following 
week at Fort Worth and had 
nothing to do until I ho tourney 
at Atlanta two weeks off. 


"I'd like to go home, but the 


plane fare is .steep," he said. 
"But it would cost me $20 a day 
to stay out here. I don't know 
what to do." 


His dilemma was typical of 


those faced by some of the 
younger players who are scram- 
bling to make a living. And it 
serves to point up the principal 
problems on the pro golf tour. 


And, although the tour is en- 


joying unprecedented success 
both financially and popularly, 
it is plagued by a variety of 
problems 
that could force a 


change in the format of the 
tour. 


There atf problems of tour 


vs.

caddies. 
Problems 


about television. Problems with 
and about sponsors. There even 
are problems about security and 
racial questions. There is still a 
mild rift between the touring 
players and the club pro-domi- 
nated PGA. 


But the problems come back 


to economics. 


Money. 
That's what it's all about: 


Money. And the methods and 
systems whereby 
tin.' players 


can compote- for it. 


T\w tour has blossomed to a 


$7 million a year affair. There's 
about tltit much up for grabs on 
the pro circuit this season, afar 
cry from 
the $10,000 tourna- 


ments of a couple of decades 
ago.

$32,000. Fieri Greene got almost 
Hut much - $28,000 - for fin- 
ishing second in last year's 
Wfstchester 
Classic.

There's $50,000 to the winner at

tournaments than the fcibled Ho- 
gan made in his career. 


Ttiat fantastic proliferation of 


tournaments and the prize mon- 
ey available in the tournaments 
lias lurtxi more and more play- 
ers, and better and better play- 
ers, to the tour. 


They have come in such in- 


creasing numbers that the tour- 


nament players division of the 
PGA has had to set up stand* 
ards to keep the number down. 
Prospective players must go 
through regional qualifications,

But that's not the end, The 


players still are subject to re- 
view, and a certain number of 
cards are picked up each year.

It's that burgeoning crop of 


players who don't make it into 
the tournament field, that very

pains, ttol is the basis for most 
of the problems. 


The commissioner, Joe Dey, a 


long-time former executive di- 
rector of the U.S. Golf Associ- 
ation, is the man primarily cha- 
rged with finding solutions to 
some of the almost insoluble 
problems. 


He said earlier this year that 


two of his chief projects would 
be 
negotiation of a cohesive

Television is a problem in that 


five networks have at least a 
piece of the action this year. 
Some tournaments, such as the 
U.S. Open and the Masters, con- 
duct their own negotiations. For 
others, particularly the celebri- 
ty tournaments, the Blng Cros- 
by, Bob Hope, Danny Thomas 
and Andy Williams, the princi- 
pal sponsors have their own tie- 
ups with specific networks. 


But large as 
that problem 


may be, it's the scramble for

Negroes in 
Congress Hit 
at Nixon 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - All 


nine 
Negro members of the 


House, 
charging 
the 
White 


House with snubbing them, say 
President Nixon has failed to 
meet 
his responsibilities to 


America's black citizens. 


In a statement signed by the 


nine and read to the House Mon* 
day by Rep. William L. Clay, 
D-Mo., they said the President 
has retreated on civil rights 
commitments, creating an "al- 
ienation as deep as it is danger- 
ous" between himself and the 
nation's blacks, 


The statement pointed to what 


was described as Nixon's failure 
to answer the nine's request for 
a private meeting on racial 
matters as evidence of the ad- 
ministration's 
apathy 
toward 


the problems of blacks. 


Clay said they first asked for 


the presidential meeting in a 
letter Feb. 18, The only reply, 
he said, was an April 20-dated 
letter signed by a minor White 
House staff member saying Nix- 
on was too busy for such a 
conference. 


Clay quoted the letter as add- 


ing the representatives might 
hear further from the White 
House "if an appropriate time 
arises." 


In the 90 days that have 


passed since their request, the 
statement 
said, Nixon found 


time to see golfers, entertain- 
ers, representatives of 11 veter- 
ans and patriotic groups and 
many others. 


He "even found two days to 


cajole France's President Pom- 
pidou" amid the many cocktail 
parties and state dinners at the 
White House, the representa- 
tives declared. 


Nixon's refusal to meet with 


them "suggests that he prefers 
to handpick the spokesmen for 
Black America," they also said. 


"The President . . . has ig- 


nored his responsibility to pur 
people," they went on. Through 
the administration voting rights 
policy, the Supreme Court nomi- 
nation of "two Southern rac- 
ists," and its stand on school 
desegregation, blacks and all 
poor Americans "since January 
1969 have truly known what it 
means to be forgotten. 


"If there is a potential for this 


nation to fall, it exists here in 
the United States more surely 
than in our correction of mistak- 
en involvement in the affairs of 
Indochina." 


The 
statement 
complained 


there is no line of communica- 
tion from the White House to 
blacks, who "constitute by their 
very 
numbers and conditions 


one of the largest underdevel- 
oped nations in the world."

Bone Marrow Takes Over 
Removed Spleen's Tasks 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—My s p l e e n was re- 


moved four years ago. Will 
not having a spleen affect 
my 
general 
health? What 


purpose 
does 
the 
spleen 


serve? 


A—The s p 1 e e n has been 


called a useful organ we can 
live w i t h o u t . Knowledge 
about its function is still in- 
complete, but we 
h a v e 


learned that before you are 
born it is busy producing 
both red and white blood 
cells. After you are born, 
the bone marrow takes over 
their production. The spleen 
is the chief protector against 
infection during the first two 
years! of life. 


Its permanent 
task is to 


check 
all your 
red 
blood 


cells and platelets for size, 
shape and content and de- 
stroy the ones that are worn 
out or defective. The iron in 
the red cells is routed to the 
marrow for use in new blood 
cells. 


B a c t e r i a , p o i s o n s 


and other foreign matter are 
also 
filtered out 
of your 


blood by the spleen. This 
organ also acts as a reser- 
voir for red blood cells and 
plasma 
to be poured into 


your blood stream when re- 
placements are needed. It is 
this function that makes it 
possible for you to donate a 
pint of blood and never miss 
it although it may take six to 
eight weeks to build up the 
reserve again. 


The chief reason for re- 


moval of the spleen is injury 
to the organ. When it is re- 
moved for this reason, one's 
health 
is not affected 
he- 


cause other organs — prin- 
cipally the liver — take over 
the 
functions. 
In 
persons 


with some diseases of the 
blood, on the other hand, re- 
moval of the spleen may be 
a life-saving procedure.

(AP) — The first man on the 
moon, 
astronaut 
Neil Arm- 


strong, has closed the door to 
his chances for another moon 
flight, announcing he would take 
a desk job in Washington. 


The 
39-year-old 
spaceman 


who commanded the Apollo 11 
moon landing mission becomes 
head of the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration's 
aeronautics program in Wash- 
ington on July 1. 


The move takes him out of the 


astronaut corps, but Armstrong 
said Monday he planned to keep 
his flying skills sharp by flying 
helicopters, jets and sail planes. 


As head of the aeronautics 


program, Armstrong will over- 
see 
NASA research into all 


types of aircraft. The program 
is scheduled to receive $87 mil- 
lion in funds for fidscal year 
1971. 


He will succeed Charles W. 


Harper, who is being reassigned 
to assist Dr. Wernher vonBraun 
in 
planning 
future 
manned 


space flights. 


Armstrong was at the controls 


when the Apollo 11 lunar module 
landed on the moon's Sea of 
Tranquility last July. During 
the early morning hours of July 
20, he walked down a ladder and 
became the first man to step on 
the lunar surface. 


He and astronaut Edwin E. 


Aldrin Jr. walked on the moon 
for almost three hours while the 
third Apollo 11 crewman, Mi- 
chael Collins, orbited overhead 
in the command module. 


Armstrong's exit leaves only

Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, the Pentagon chief did 
not go into detail on the Laotian 
incursions, but he ruled out fu- 
ture large-scale American mili- 
tary operations in Lios. 


U.S. forces, he said, have en- 


tered Lios only in "protective 
reaction" situations—hot pur« 
suit of enemy troops fleeing 
South Vietnam, rescue opera- 
tions, or in support of air strikes 
against the Ho Chi Minn Trail. 


The secretary made the state- 


ment shortly after the Florida 
White House stated there are no 
American ground forces in Laos 
and "no change in our activities 
in Laos." 


"Our forces in Vietnam have 


had that particular authority," 
he said of the protective reac- 
tion into Laos, adding his belief 
it does not violate a congres- 
sional ban on the use of U.S. 
ground forces in Laos or Thai- 
land.

Sen. J.W. Fulbright, D- 


Ark., the committee chairman,
